Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-11, 21-24, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Cupps et al. (2002/0173344). 

Regarding claims 1,7-11, 21-24, and 26 Cupps discloses a novel personal 
electronics device comprising: a host processor having an active state that allows a 
user to specify a policy, and an inactive state where the host processor is inoperative to 
user inputs (see figl , element 101 and its description); and a device coupled to the host 
processor to transmit and receive Radio Frequency (RF) signals in accordance with the 
policy when the host processor is in the inactive state (see figs.2-3, element 102 and its 
description). 

Regarding claim 2, Cupps further discloses wherein the inactive state of the host 
processor includes the host processor in one of a power-off state, a power-down state,

a standby state and a sleep state (see paragraph [0027] figs.2-3, fig.5 and its 
description). 

Regarding claim 3, Cupps further discloses the policy includes at least one 
selected from a group that includes intranet services, e-commerce services, user 
preferences, email messages, stock quotes, or Uniform Resource Locators (URLs) (see 
abstract, figs.2-3, fig.5, paragraph [0002] and its description). 

Regarding claims 4-6,Cupps further comprising a memory coupled to the host 
processor and to the device (see figs.2-3 paragraph [0002]). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 12-20, and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Cupps et al. (2002/0173344) in view of Mizoguchi et al. (5,566,226). 

Regarding claims 12-20, and 25, Cupps discloses a novel personal electronics 
device comprising: a host processor having an active state to generate a policy and an 
inactive state where the host processor in not responsive to user inputs; (see figl , 
element 101 and its description); and an RF device (see figs.2-3, element 102 and its 
description), Except for the RF device attached to a card. However, Mitzoguchi 
discloses a portable apparatus which can be connected to an external apparatus 
without using an adapter, comprising: RF device attached to a card to insert into a slot 
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of the portable system, wherein the RF device after insertion into the slot is coupled to 
the host processor to receive the policy and transmit and receive Radio Frequency (RF) 
signals in accordance with the policy when the host processor is in the inactive state 
(see figs.2-3, elements 20, 22, 50 and its description). Thus, it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use 
the Mizoguchi's the RF device attached to a card to insert into a slot of the portable 
system in Cupps' invention to provide a portable telephone apparatus which can be 
connected to a data processing apparatus without using an adapter unit.
